daily m iracles is 
the trans­ 
form ation of caterpillar into moth. 
Quite similar but less publicized is the 
evolution o f a screw- worm 
into a 
(striped green fly. Unlike the cater* 
I pillar, which spins its cocoon or pupal 
case above ground, the screw worm 
; buries 
itself about an 
inch under- 
! ground, contracts, 
and hardens its 
outer -kin to form a shell. In this 
brown ease it rests and, unseen, the 
m aggot 
evolves into 
a fly. Books 
have been written on how a fly larva 
contracts, how eyes, legs and wings 
develop, how form and color em erge. 
But only the prying eyes o f the scien ­ 
tist have w itnessed this phenomenon. 
The m etam orphosis com plete, the fly 
breaks the end o f the pupal case, 
crawls out, pushes up to the surface 
o f the ground, 
dries, 
expands 
its 
w ings 
and flies away. 
On a fresh 
wound it lays its eggs, 
eggs which 
in an unbelievably :,h rt tim e hatch 
into hungry screw worm larvae bur­ 
row ing into the wound. 
Obviously, it would be im practic­ 
able to try to kill screw worm s in the 
pupal stage, because they are inac­ 
cessible. Either the fly, the egg mass 
or the worm itself m ust-be destroyed. 
Traps for screw worm flies have not 
as vet 
proved efficient

bait has been found which is as at- ! 
I tractive to a screw worm fly as is an j 
open wound.
